Brandy and choltadyno 
were givon, and at noon ho got into his 
berth foosling botter, but soon after ono 
o'clock the sgcond mate went to his rovm 
and found him almost dead, The engines 
wero run at their best spved to get quickly 
to Kiakiang for medical as istancs, but 
nothing could save him, and he died abont a 
couple of hours before teaching port, De 
R. 5. Miller, tho resident physician, was 
went for to conduct a post mortem examina- 
tion to find-the cause of death, and lata 
at night positive evidence was affirded 
that the unfortunaty oflicar had died of 
Asiatic cholera, This ia tha firat foreign 
victim up the river so farss Wo have hoard : 
willit spread? Early this morning the body 
was carried to the little fureign cemetery 
below tho pagoda, accompanied by moat of 
the shipmates of tho decoused and a number 
of other gentlemon from tho port, and buri- 
ed thera, the service being cunducted by the 
Rov. E. 8. Little. 

The Chinese complain at this time of the 
year of a good deal of sickness; cholera is 
always lurking in the tilthy dens of the cities, 
The enormous quantities of melons of every 
description consumed by tha people at all 
hours of the day and night largely incraaso 
the number of deaths and the cases of sick- 
ness, Fortunately tho summer is passifig 
away so for without any immodorate heat; 
the weathor i3 vary much cooler thon Jast 
year. However it is not safo to bosst, for 
we are not yot vut of the woods, Thecloud+ 
Jess days of August ponerally bring tho 
gvoatest heat,—-N.-0, Daily News,
